Now Hint tho-Unltod Slntos lina of- 
ficially passed tho 200-mllllon mark, 
and with President Jol^nson, for one, 
confidently looking- forward to 300 
million, It mny not bo Inappropriate 
to nsk oiirsolvos whbro.

Population control Is a familiar 
term those days. More than 30 nn- 
tlons. nldc^l hv niin i> ) rnilg prtvntn nnrl 



international organizations, are try- 
ing, or thinkinf! about trying, to ro- 
cluco'thelr_populatlon growth. .. 

But no country actually controls Its 
population or has any ronlly long- 
range plans. No government has oven 
considered tho goal of zero popula- 
tion growth, for this would bo like ad- 
mitting a nation had come to the end 
of progress. 

Yet zero population growth. Is tho 
only logical ultimate goal, since any 
growth rate, If continued, would 
^ovontunlly use up tho earth. 

This is one of sovernl piercing criti- 
cisms of current thinking about pop- 
-ulntlon_mado by Klngsle v Davis, pro- 
fessor of sociology and director of In- 
tomntlonnl Population and Urban Re- 
search at tho University ql California.! 

Tho whole emphasis today is on 
family planning, Davis notes in nn 
article In Science magazine. Tho dis- 
tribution of new and efficient means 
of contraception Is designed to enable 
couples to have only the number ot 
children they want. 

This is well and good, but overlook- 
ed Is the fact that desire for contra- 
ceptives is entirely compatible with 
tho desire for large families. 

It docs not make sense, Davis as- 
Borts, to use family planning as the 
basis of national population planning, 
for tho "planning" Is that of eacli 
Boparato couple. 

There Is no reason to expect that 
tho millions of decisions about family' 
Bizo made by couples in their own In- 
torest will automatically control pop-

ulatlon for tho benefit of society. Oh 
tho contrary, thoro are good reasons 
to think they will not."' 

For Instance, a survey iSt women 
In the United States In 100(1 revealed 
that they consider an avorago of 3.4 
children an Ideal number. This Is 
more than enough to insure tho ar- 
rival of tho 300 millionth American 
h n f n r n . thn nnd nf thp - r a ntury . 



Freedom of choice Is one of tenets 
of tho family planning movement. 
"But In practice," says Davis, "this 
nrhounts to limiting tho Individual's 
choice, because tho 'conscience' die- 
tating tho method IS usually not his 
but that of rciigiouii and government 
officials." , 

Tho tilings that moke family plan- 
ning acceptable — Individual choice 
(as long ns tho individual is married 
nnd chooses "approved" methods), 
avoidance of offehding religious ta- 
boos, concentrating on "now" and 
"scientific" devices — nro tho very 
things that make It Ineffectivo for 
po pulatio n control. 



•uy 6rfarlnB~Dnly~thD-mcnns-for- 
coupios to control fertility. It neglects 
the means for societies to do so," ho 
qliargos. 

What nro tho moans society can 
use? 

Davis suggests, among others, en- 
couragement of later marriages, 
ceasing tiio taxing of single indivi- 
duals more than married ones, giv- 
ing equal pay ond equal educational 
and occupational opportunities to wo- 
men—in short, restructuring tho sys- 
tem of rewards and punishments that 
motivates people toward early mar- 
riage and largo. families. 

"Tho unthinking identification of 
family planning with population con- 
trol is an ostrichlike approach," says 
Davis. "It permits peoplo to think 
that 'something Is being done' about 
tho problem and hide from them- 
selves tho true enormity of tho task."

Another point to remember Is 
thnt the colder ond dfier tho 
Jiir you brontho, the harder it 
III. for your lungs to wnrm and 
moisten it. Too great a chilling 



of your lungs will damage them. 
This can Imi prevented by wrap^ 
ping a woolen muffler around 
your mouth and nose or by us- 
ing ono of tho breath warmers 
now avnllnblo In stores offering 
equipment for winter sports.

Tlio only dlsndvnn- 
tngc is thnt they become 
scrntchcd more caHlly. Tliey ' 
cnnnnt be cleaned with silicon 
lens paper fo; this reason. Even 
using a ,dry handkerchief to 
clean them may scratch them 
unless they are washed gently 
with sonp and water first lo 
•nsmovo. any grit that mny bo 
slicking to' them.

Such 
a sword was presented to 0' 
Bannon, In recognition of tho 
Marines* bravery, In - a cere- 
mony, climaxed by tbo rnlsing 
of tho Amorlcnn flag in tho Old 
World for tbe first time. ■ 

Swords ploy a dramntlc pnrt 
In a milltory wedding. After tho 
ceremony, tradition calls for the 
arch of swords for the bridal 
couple. If Captnin Robb's fellow 
nfficers perform this service, 
Lynda's marrlngo truly will bo 
launched.
